Mount Alarmingly 


Chicago, Dec. 1—(AP)—The na- 


tion's automobile accident record 
skidded off a smooth course m Oc- 
tober and headed into the final lap 
of 1948 with a death toll of 25,- 
720. 


The traffic fatalities up to Nov. 


1, with an increase of eight per 
cent in October, compared with 
26,060 for the first 10 months of 
1947. 


The October toll of 3,290—a rec- 


ord 
month 
this year—virtually 


wiped out safety gains reported 
for the first three quarters m 1948. 
There were 2,050 traffic deaths in 
October, 1947, 


"The nation is relaxing at the 


steering wheel," said Ned H. Dear- 
born, president of the National 
Safety Council. "If November and 
December show a percentage in- 
crease as large as October, we are 
not going to save a single life this 
year." 


The council said rural highways 


and towns under 10,000 population 
were chiefly to blame for the high 
October record. The larger cities 
reduced traffic deaths eight per 
cent in October as compared with

Hoover's Plan for 
Federal Agencies 
Okayed by Truman

A proposed rearrangement of 60 
federal agencies which may save 
the government $3,000,000,000 an- 
nually had the approval of Presi- 
dent Truman today. 


The plan was recommended by 


former President Herbert Hoover,

government as much as $3,000,-

Protracted fogs, like the current 


plague, are hard to endure. They 
make eyes smart and heads ache. 
After a day or two you develop 
stomach pains which last until the 
fog lifts. 
Throats and lungs get 


raw. 


Of course it is the ships at sea 


and the ships of the air which are 
the \\orst sufferers in widespread 
fog. 
Their danger is very great, 


and their skippers—especially of 
passenger liners—are under a ter- 
rific strain.
